Brain Power Bost After Noon 


According to Dr. Archibald Peaks, 


who made a study of this 
subject, 


brain power raises to a high point at 
n. 
It drops 
considerably around 


noon and then rises to a maximum 
around 2 p. m. after which there is 
a gradual decrease until the close of 
the day. 
>> 


Physical ability rises to a similar 


high 
point around 
11 and 
drops 


slightly from noon to 1 p. m.. then 
rises again to a maximum sometime 
between 3 and 6 o'clock. 


Dr. Peake says that "in speed and 


accuracy tests, accuracy is better in 
the morning and speed greater in the 
afternoon, a result which seems to 
show that speed is often gained at 
the expense of accuracy." 


This refutes to a degree the pop- 


ular idea that when 
a person 
has 


been working a while fatigue pulls 
down his efficiency. 
Real 
fatigue 


does undoubtedly lessen 
efficiency, 


but it is explained by some scientists 
that many people give in too easily 
to weariness. 
They allow themselves 


to sink into a semi-conscious state in 
the afternoons simply because they 
are firmly convinced that 
their ef- 


ficiency cannot be as great as in the 
morning. 
Subconsciously 
perhaps

The Methodist church owes much to 
1he Lutheran church, for it was Mart- 
ju Lutlier that gnvo John Wesley, the 
founder of the Methodis' church, to 
understand that ho had already been 
converted. It owes a debt -to the Pres- 
byterians for defending them when 
they were persecuted. H owes much 
to the Congregationalists for appreci- 
ation of nn educated 
ministry.

owes the Roman Catholic church, for 
from it borrowed 30 of its be.U hymns. 
II owes the Baptist church for their 
sympathy i"\ intense evangelical en- 
deavors."

Because of its 
rostraint upon certain foreign consti- 
(utents, I should not wisfi to live in a 
town of foreign 
population among 


which there is no Catholic church.

1 admire it for 
its great zeal for charitable institu- 
tions and for its interest in orderly, 
worshipful services. 


"I like the Disciples for their zeal 


for consistent teaching of the Word 
of Ood, their efficient Bible classes.

"I admire the Presbyterians, and 


with them I shall include the Cnngre- 
nationalists and the Reformed because
